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261—40.3 (83GA,SF2389) Definitions.

“Department” means the Iowa department of economic development.

“Director” means the director of the department or the director’s designee.

“Eligible applicant” means a department-designated main street organization that participates in
the Iowa main street program described by 261—Chapter 39 and that has a current contract with the
department for participation in the program.

“Grant” means funds received through the program as evidenced by an agreement with the
department.

“Grantee” means any eligible applicant receiving funds under the program.

“Highest-priority list” means the list of projects developed under these rules that contains a
description and prioritization of main street projects eligible for funding under the program.

“Program” means the Iowa jobs main street program.

“Project” means a project that has previously applied to the department under its main street
program, sustainable community fund, or downtown revitalization fund.
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
